He was decidedly complimentary. "

"McBride ought- to bo a good

tnanageV* said Griff. "He knows
^ lot of baseball and has had some

valuable experience in recent years.
He always wanted to stay here and
I told him some time ago that when
1 found it necessary to give up the
job he could have It. I am expectinghim to come through in fine
style."

Griff also repeated the assurance
that McBride was to be manager
in all that the word implies.
"IH probably go South with the

team," he said, ''and take scfrne of
the trips, but there irf going to be
no interference with the manager
on the field. He is going to run
the team. If he wants any advice
from me he can have It, but it's
his Job to win the ball games."

Griff is not planning to lapse into
a life of e&se and luxury. Far
from it. He's going to devote more
time to the executive duties connectedwith the presidency, and figuresthat's enough to keep one man
hustling.
One of Griff's plans, now that he

has more time for other things, is
to build up a scouting system that
will be on a par with any in the
business. He expects to put three
or four sleuths on the road, combingthe bushes for talent. When
they have a good prospect, the Old
Fox himself will go to pack up
and give the player personal inspectionbefore signing his name
on tfle dotted line.
"We are going to try and land

our share of the best in the minors,"he declared, "and ought to
be able to do it when we get this
system under way."
Manager "Mac has made no definatearrangements for coming to

Washington to assume control, it
develops, but may drop in any old
time. He is tickled to death with
his new job. according to President
Griffith.
